— Junius having learned the Indian Language, and being a Man of exemplary 
Piety 1n his converfation,and one alfo that excelled in wifdomand {piritual. 
- Abilities,God was with him,and made him an happy Inftrument of wining 
 Gouls. “-He Tranflated fome part of ‘the Scripture, and wrote Catechi ms, - 
and other profitable Books in their Language. He caufed Schools to be e- 
rected among thofe blind Barbarians, {o as that fix bustdred of them were 
able to read and write, and about fifty who excelled in knowledg, atid were 
of approved godliuefs, became Inftruétors of others in the Principles of the 
true Chriftian Religion: Yea, in three and twenty Towns, there were Indizn 
Chriftian Churches Planted. And learned Men were fent out of Holland, 
in order to a further propagation of the intereft of the Gefpel in thofe re- 
‘mote parts of the World. Alfo Fuftus Heurnins, who was at firit a Phyfitian, 
being inflamed witha fingular,zeal after Gods Glory, and the Salvation of . 
Souls of Men; left his praGtifing in Medicinal Cures, and betook himfelf 
 wholly.to the fiudy of Divinity; after which he engaged ina Voyage to- | 
wards the Eaft-Indians, defigning their Converfions and having learned their 
Language, {pent fourteen Years amongii them : and as the great Voetizs (in 
his Difputation, De Vocatione Gentium ) teftifieth, was inftrumenta! to the 
Converfion of many of thofe Indians, fo as to ere& Churches of therm in di- 
vers plates, yea, and took care for the learned Education of divers Young- & 
men, even amongtt the Indians themfelves, fo as that they were able to in- = 
-- firuét the feveral Churches, which by the bleffing of God upon his Labours za 
had been lately formed.

HAT’ the Heathen People amongft whom we live, and 
whofe Land the Lord God of our Fathers hath given 
to usfor a rightful Poffeflion, have at fundry times 
been Plotting mifchievous Devices again that part of 
the Englijh Ifrael,which is feated in thefe goings down 
of the Sun, no man that is an Inhabitant of any con- 

_ fiderable ftanding, can be ignorant. Efpecially that 

| there have been’ ( Nec injuria) Jealoufies concerning the Narraganfets and 

| Wompanoags, is notorioufly known: to all’ men. And whereas they have 
been quiet until the laft Year, that muft be alcribed to the wonderful Pro- 
widence of God, who did (as with Facob of old, and after that with the 
| Children of I/rael ) lay the fear of the Exglifh, and the dread of them upon 
all the Indians. The terror of God was upon them found about. Nor indeed 
had they fuch Advantages in former Yeats'as’ now they have, in refpe& of 









Arms and Ammunition; théir Bows and ‘Arrows not being comparably fitch -

they tiave been unhappily furnifhed. Nor were our fins ripe for fo dreadful 
a Judgment, until tbe Body of the firft Generation was removed, and another 
Generation rifen up which bath not fo purfued, Sie to have been, the 
bleffed defign of their Fathers, in following the Lor into this Wildernefs, 
whilfit wasa Landnotfown, ot ee. 
As for the Grounds, Juftnefs, and Necellity of the prefent War with 
Read she Poftfeript - thele Barbarous Creatures which have fet upon us, my 
at the end of this dclign isnot to ialarge upon that Argument,but to leave 
Hiftory. that to others whom it moftly concerns, only in brief 
this. The irruption of this fame at this time was occafioned as followeth. 
In the latter end of the Year 1674 An Indian, called Fobn Saufaman, 
who had fubmitted bimfelf unto, and was taken under the protection of the 
Exglifh, perceiving that the profane Indians were hatching mifchief againtt 
the Englifp,he faithtully acquainted the Governor of Plymoush,with what he 
- knew,and alfo what his fears were,together with the grounds thereof,with- 
al declaring + that he doubted {uch and fuch /ndians belonging to Philip the 
Sachem of Pokanoket, or Mownt-bope,would murder himswhich quickly hap- 
ned accordingly : For foon after this, Fobn Saufaman was barbaroufly mur- 
chered by an Indian, called Tobias (one-of Philip's chief ‘Captains and Coun- 
fellors) and by-his Son, and another Indian, who knocked him on the head 
and then left him on the Fee on a great Pond, Divine providence, which 
afeth to bring Murder to light, fo ordered, as-that an Indian unfeen by 
hol three that killed Samfamean;beheld all that they did to him,and {pake of 
-Gt,fo as that a Praying (and as there is caufe to hope)a godly Indian, William 
Nabauton by name, heard of it, and he forthwith revealed what he knew to- 
the Englifo. Whereupon the three Indians. who had committed the mur- | 
‘der-were apprehended, and the other Indian teftified ta their faces, that 
“he faw them killing Saufaman. . They had_a fair Tryal for their Lives, and — 
that no appearance of wrong might be, Indians as wellas Englifh fate ypon 
the Jury, and allagreed tothe condemnation of thofe Murtherers, who were 
_ accordiugly Executed in the beginning of the 4th Month called Fane, Anno 
1675, They ftoutly denied the Fact, only at laft Tobids’s fon confeffed,that 
“his Father and the other Indian'killed-Saufaman, but that himfelf had no 
hand init, only food byand fawthemdoit, = ? 

No doubt but one reafon why the Ixdians murdered. Fobn Saufaman, was 
out of hatred againft him for his Religion, -for he was Chriftianized and 
babtiz’d, and was’a Preacher amongft the Indians, being of very excellent 
‘parts, he tvanflated fome part of the Bible into the Indian language, and was 
wont to curb thofe Indians that knew-not God, on the account of their des 
baucheries .but'the main ground why they murthered him feems to be, 
becaufe he difcovercd. their fubtle and., malicious defigns, which they were

mouth had Condemned and Executed one of his Counfellors, being (as is 


upon firong, grounds fuppofed) confcious of the murder committed upon 
ae Sanfaman, muk needs think that ere long,they would do to him (who 


had no lefs deferved it) asthey had done to his Counfellor : Wherefore he, 
~ contrary to his Covenant and Faith engaged to Plymouth Colony, yea, and 


contrary to his promife unto fome in this Colony (for about five Years ago, 
Philip made a difturbance in Plymouth Colony, but was quieted by the pru- 
dent interpofition of fome in our Colony, when he engaged, that if at any 
time’ hereafter he fhould think the Englifb among whom he lived did him 
wrong, he would not caufe any Difquietment before {uch time as he had 
acquainted the Englifh of Mattachufets,but contrary to thefe folemn engage- 
ments he) doth call his Men together and Arm them, and refufed to come 
when fent for, by the Authority of Plywoxth, unto whofe Government he 
liad fubjeéted himfelf. 

Hereupon the Eagli/h in Plymouth JurifdiGion,fent a {mall Army to thofe 
Towns next Mount-bope, in order to reducing Philip to his obedience, and 
for the fecurity of thofe places which were in great danger, and inno lefs 
fear, by reafon of the infolency of the Heathen. ie 7 

‘June 24. (Midfummer-day) was appointed and attended as a day of fo- 
lemn Humiliation throughout that Colony,by fafting and praying,to intreat 
the Lord to give fuccefs to the prefent Expedition refpecting the Enemy.At 


the conclufion of that day of Humiliation, as {oon as ever the People in 


Swanzy were come from the place where they had been praying togethers 
the Indians difcharged a volley of thot, whereby they killed one man, and 
wounded others. Two men were fent to call a Surgeon for the relief of the 
wounded, but the Indians killed them by the way: And in another part of 
the Town, fix men were killed, fo that there were Nine Englifomen mur- 


thered this day. 
Thus did the War begin, this being the firft Englifh blood which was 


fpilt by the /adians in an Hoftile way. The Providence of God is decply to — 
‘be oblerved, that the Sword fhould be firft drawn upon a day of Humiliati- 


on, the Lord thereby declaring from Heaven, that he expects fomething 
élfe from his People befides Fafting and Prayer. | 
Plymouth being thusfuddenly involved in trouble, fend to the other ani- 
ted Colonies for aid;’and their defires were with all readinefs complied 
with. Leah 
~ Gouldiers marched “out of Bofton towards Mount-bope, Fune 26th,and 
continued marching that night, when there hapned a great Eclipfe of the 
Moon, which wastotally darkned'above an hour.

mong, fome of our Souldiers(namely thofe Privateers,;who-were alfo Volun-. 
teers) and confidering the unfeafonablenefs of the weather was fuch, as that. 
nothing could be’ done-againft the Enemy 3- this. man: was poffefled with a 


firong conceit, that God was-againft the Englijh's whercupon he immediate= _ 


ly ran diftracted, and fo was returned home a lamentable Spectacle. 
Jn the beginning of Faly, there was another Skirmifh with the Enemy, 


wherein feveral of the Jdians were killed, amongft whom were Philips 


chief Captain, and one of his Counfellors. : : 7 
Now it appears that Squaw- Sachem of Pocaffee; her men were con joyned 
with the Womponoags. ( that is Pbilsps men ) in this Rebellion. wer 
About this time they killed feveral Englify at Taunton, and Burnt divers 
Uoukes there. Alfo at Swanzy, they caufed about half the Town to be con- 
fumed with mercilefs Flames. Likewife M4iddlebury and Dartmouth,in Pli - 
mouth Colony,did they burn with Fire, and barbaroufly murdered both men. 
and women in-thofe places, {tripping the flain,;whether Men or. Women, and 
leaving them in the. open Field; as naked: as in the day.wherein they were 
born. Suchalfo is their Inhumanity, as that they flay off. the skin from. 
their Faces and Heads: of thofe they get- into. their. hands, and_go away 
with the hairy Scalp of their Enemies. | i 
‘uly 19. Out Army purfied Philip; who fled:unto a difmal Swamp for 
refuge : The Enaghih Souldiers followed bim,and killed:many of his men,alfo 
about fifteen of the Englifh werethenflain.

be but tothrow away Menslives. It could notthere be difcerned who werz 
Englifo, and who the Iudians.. Our Men when in that hideous place if they 
did but fee a Bufh ftir would fire prefently, whereby "tis verily feared, chae’ 
they.did fometimes unhappily fhoot Exglifh Men inttead of Indians. Where- 


fore a Retreat was founded, and night coming on, the Army’withdrew from™ 


that place. This was becaufe the defperate Diftrefs which the Enemy was 
in was unknown tous, for the Indians have fince faid, that if ‘the Exglify 
had continued at the Swamp all night, nay, if they had but followed them 
but onehalfhour longer, Pdilip had. come and yielded up himfelf. But God 
faw that we were not yet fitfor Deliverance, nor could Healih be reftored 
unto us except a great deal’more Blood be firft taken from us: and other 
places as well as-Plimsouth ftood in need of. fuch a Courfe to be taken with 
them. It mightsationally be conjectured,that the unfuccefsfulnefs of this’ 
Expedition againft Philip would emboldcn the Heathex in other parts to do. 
as ie had done, and fo it came to pafs. For Fuly 14. the Nipnep (or 
Nipmack) Indians began their mifchiefat a Town called Mendam (had we 
amended our ways as we fhould have done, this Mifery might have been’ 
prevented) where they.committed Barbarows Murders. This day deferves 
tohave a Remark fetupon it, confidering that Blood was never fhed in. 
Maffachufers Colony in a way of Hoftility before this day.Moreover the Pro- 
vidence of God herein is the more awful and tremendous, in that chis very 
day the Church in Dorchefter was before the Lord, humbling themfclves by 


Fafting and Prayer, on account of the Day of trouble now begun amongit us... _ 


_ The news of this Blood-fhed came to us at Boftou the next day in Lecture 
time, in the midft of the Sermon, the Scripture then improved being that 
Iai. 42.24. Who gave Facob to the fpoil, and Ifrael to tbe robbers? did not the 
Lord, be again{t whom we have finned? ; 
As yet Philip kept in the Swamp at Pocaffet, but Auguft 1. ( being the 
Lords day ):he fled. The Englifh hearing that Philip was upon flight pur-- 
{ued him with.a party of Monhegins, i. e, Unkas (whoapproved bimfelf 
faithful to the Exglif almoft forty years ago in the time of the Pegazod Wars, 
and now alfo inthis prefent War)-his Didians, They overtook Philips 
Party and killed about thirty.ofhis men, none of ours being at thattime 
cut off& Had the Englifi purtued the Enemy they might cafily have over 
taken the Women and Children that were with Philip,yea and himself alfo, 
and fo have-put an end to thefé tumults : but though Deliverance was ac-- 
cording to all Hbmane probability.near, God faw it not good for us ‘4s yet. 
Wherefore Philip e{caped and went to the Nipmuck Indias, who had newly

dam might be delivered up to Juftice. Captain Hutchinfon with a fmall par- 
ty wasfent to Quabaog, where there wasa great Rendezvouze of Nipnep _ 


Indians. They appointed time and place of Treaty tobe attended, Augajt 
2, Accordingly Captain Hutchinfon rode to the Place fixed on to Treat in. 
But the Ledians came not thither according to their Agreement, whereupon 


Captain Hutchinfon refolved to go further to feek after them elfewhere, and — ) 


‘as he was riding along, the Perfidious Indians lying, in Ambufcado in a 


Swamp, thot at him and wounded him, of which Wounds he after dyed, | 


and cight men that were with him were ftruck down dead upon the place. 
Captain Wheeler who was in that Company was fhot through the Arm, his 
dutiful Son alighting to relieve his Father, was himfelf thot and forely 
wounded, willingly hazarding his own life to fave the life of his Father. The 
‘Englifh were not in a capacity to look after their dead, but thofe dead bodies 
were left as meat for the Fowls of Heaven, and their Flefh unto the Beafts 
of the Earth, and there was none to bury them. A ih Ses 
Captain Hutchinfow and the xeft that efcaped with their lives, haftened to 
Quabaog, and the Indians {peedily followed, violently fet upon the Town, 


killed divers, burning all the Houfes therein down tothe ground, except — 


only one unto which the Inhabitants fled for fuccour,and now alfo (as fince. 
we have underftood ) did Philip with his broken Party come to” Quabaog. 
Hundreds of Indians befet the Houfe, and took poffellion of a Barn belong- 
‘ing thereunto,, from whence they often fhot into the Houfe, and alfo at- 
tempted to fire it fix times, but could not prevail, at laft they took a Cart full 
_.of Flax and other combultible matter, and brought it near the Houfe, in- 
tending to fet iton fires and then there was no appearing poflibility, but 
allthe Englifh.there, Men and Women, and Children mutt have perifhed, 
cither by unmerciful. Hames, oF more unmerciful hands of wicked Men, 
whofe tender Mercies are cruclties, fo that all hope that they fhould be fa- 
ved was then taken away : but behold in this Mount of Difh-ulty and Ex- 
remity (MANY IY) the Lord w feen. wt al 
_ For in the very nick of opportunityGod fent that worthy Major Willard, 
who with forty and eight men {et upon the Indians and caufed them to turn 
their backs, fo that poor, People who were given up for dead, had their lives 
- given them for a prey- Surely this was a token for good, that however we 
may be diminifhed and brought low through Oppreflion, Affliction, and 
Sorrow, yet our God will have compalfion on us, and thishis People thall 
not utterly perifh. And this Salvation is the more remarkable,for that al= 
beit the Indians had ordered Scouts to ly in the way,and to give notice by 
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with the Indians of New- England... -- 
firing three Guns,if any Englif came to the relief of the Diftraffed 5 yet al. 
‘though the Scouts fired when Major Willard and hisSouldiers were paft — 
them, the Twdéans were fo bufic and made fuch a noife about the Houle that 
they heard not the report of thofe Guns 3 which if they had heard, in all 
probability not only the People then living at Qw2bsog, ‘but thofe alfo that 
‘came tofuccour them had been cut off. , | 
Things being brought to this fate, the Tumult of thofe that are rifen up » 
increafeth continually: For Aaguft 22. being the Lords Day, the Indians a- | 
bout Lancafter killed a Man and his Wife and two Children in the afternoon ~ 4 
Exercife.

_. great fidelity to the Exglifb, and that they would fight againft Philip,who it 
feems had been tampering, with themin the Spring® before the War broxe 
out,endeavouring by moncy-(.e Wampamperg which is the Indians Monty ) 
to engage them in his bloody defign againtt the Englifh. a 
At firlt they were (o far credited as to be Armed by the Englifh, hoping ee 
they might do good ferviceas the Movbegis and Natick Indians had done, = 
But within a while their Treachery was juitly fufpected, Whereupon Souls. = 
diers were fent (on or about Augujt 25.) to demand their Arms. They i ES 
were then gone out of their Forts, our Men fearching after them, they fuds ae 
denly {hot out of a Swamps*and after that an hot difpute continued for forme < 
— * hours. How many Indians were fliin we know not, but nine Englifh fel} aa 
© that day: wherein this Providence is obfervable, that thofe nine men which << 
were killed at that time belonged to nine feveral Towns; as if the Lord fhould 
fay that he hath a controverfie with every Plantation, and therefore -all had a < 
- eed to repent and reform their ways, = 
| Now the Englifh have 4 multitude of open enemies more than when this - < 
) trouble began, fo that greater defolations are now expected. Mc 
wherefore September 1. the Indians fet upon Deerfield ( alias Pacomp- - ee 
suck) and killed one man, aud laid moft of the Houfes in that new hopeful . - 
Plantation in ruinous heaps. Chat which addeth folemnity and awfulnefs to - 
that Defolation,is, that it happened on the very day when one of the Chur- 
ches.in Bofton were feeking, the face of God by Fafting aud Prayer before - 
him. Alfo that very day the Church in Hadly was beforethe Lord in: 
the fame way, but were driven from the Holy. Service they were -steiee 
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by a moft fudden andviolent Alarm, which routed them the whole day 
after. So that we may humbly complain, as fometimes the Church 
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did, bem loug haft thou fmoaked MWY againft the Prayers of thy People? Not 
Jong after this Captain Beers with a confiderable pare of his men fell before” 
the Enemy. Concerning the ftate of thofe parts at this time until Septem= 


ber 15. 1 received information fiom a good hand, whilft things Were frefh 
-inmemory,which I fhall here infert, as containing a bricf Hiftory of the 
~ Franfadtions which happened withia thetime mentioned ; thofe parts being

“mand their Arms, Aug.24. They made fome Objections, but were fully 
“‘anfwered :* The Sachem left the Council to try whether he could per- 
“ {wade the Indians, promifing however to bring inhisown. In theaf- 
«* ternoon the Council fent to the Fort for their anfwer : they told the’

“Children that came to our/Town from them the day after,there were flain 
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“twenty fix : the fame day there was an Indian that lodged in our Town 


the night before, ‘taken by our men, anda Sqwaw that belonged to our. 
<< Fort that was coming from Spring-field they both own that our Indians 
« recived Wompans from Philip in the Spring, to ingage them in the War. 
“© The fellow allo owns that there were feven of our Indians that went to 
‘* Ouabaog, where they heard that they intended tofight. After this fighe 
“< we heard no more of them till the firft of September, when they fhot down 
& 4 Garrifon Souldier of Pacomptdck’ that was looking after his horfe, and 
‘ran violently up into the Town,many people having {carcely time enough - 
« £0 get into the Garrifons. That day they burnt molt of their houfes and 
« barns, the Garrifons not being ftrong enough to fally out upon them,but 
_ killed two of their men from the Forts. The next day they fet upon {e- 
<* veral men that were gone out of the Fort at Sqaakbeag, they flew eight of 
-¢* our men, not above one of them being flain that we know of, but made no

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_ Not many days after this Letter was written, the Englifh received a fad- 
der rebuke of Providence, than any thing that hitherto had been... For Sep- 
tember 18. Captain Lothrop (a godly and couragious Commander ) with 
above feventy men were fent to beas.a Guard to fome that were coming 


— From Deerfield with Carts loaden with Goods and Provifion, to be removed 


to Hadly, tox {ecurity : Butasthey were coming, the Indians, whofe cruel 
- Habitations are the dark corners of the Earth, lurked in the Swamps, and 

multitndes of them made a fudden and frightful affault, They feized upon 
the Carts and Goods (many of the Souldiers having been fo foolith and fe- 
cure, as to put their Arms inthe Carts, and ftep afide to gather Grapes, 
which proved dear and deadly Grapes to them) killed Captain Lothrop, and 


above threefcore of his men, ftripped them of their Cloths, and fo left them 


to lye weltring in their own Blood. Captdin Mofély who was gone out to.

could come, the other Captain and his men were flain, as hath been expref- 
fed. Neverthelefs he gave the Indians Battle , they*were in fuch numbers, 
as that heand his company were in extreme danger, the Indians indeavour- 


ing, (according to their mode of fighting) toencompafsthe Englifb round , 


and then to prefs in upon them with great numbers, (0 to knock them down 
‘with their Hatchers. Inthe nick of time Major Treat, with above an hun- 


dicd men, and threefcore of Vakas his Indians cameia to fuccour thofe that 


-were fo befet withthe Enemy, whereupon the Enemy prefenfly retreated, 
and night coming on,. there was no purfuing of them. In this fight but few 
of Captain Mofely’s men were flain. How many Indians were killed is une 
certain, it being their manner to draw away their dead men, as faft as they 
are killed, if poilibly they can doit 3 yea they will venture their own lives 
for that end, which they do out of policy, that fo theiz enemies may think, 
that few or none of themare killed, when neverthelefs they have lok many. 
Tam informed that fome of the Indians have reported that they loft ninety 
fix men that day, and that they had above forty wounded, many of whaich 


dyed afterwards. However, this was a black and fatal day, wherein there 


were cight perfons made Widows,and fix and twentyChildren made Father- 
lefS: allin one little Plantation, and inoneday 3 and above fixty Perfons 
buried in one dreadful Grave. And this was the ftate of the Weftern parts 
in refpect of the War with the Heathen. | ? ee 
We mutt now take a ftep backwards, and a little confider the Eaffern 
Plantations. For in the Month of September did the flame break out there. 
Some who had their hearts exercifed in difcerning things of that nature, 
were from the beginning of the War, -not without fad apprehenfionscon- 


cerning the Inhabitants in thofe parts of the Country, in chat they were a 
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| - feattered People,and fuch as had many of them {candalized the Heathen,and 
~~ ived themfelves too like unto the Heathen;without any Iiflituted Ordinances, 


alfo the Indians thereabouts were more numerous than in fome other places. 
They began their outrages, at the Houfe of one Mr. Purchafe, who had 


"been a great Trader with the Indians. After that they came to the Honfe 


of an old Man jn Cafeo-Bay,whofe name was Wakely. Him with his Wife, 


Son,and Daughter in law ( who was great with Child) and two Grand- , 


children they cruclly mMurdered,and took three Children alive,and led them 
into Captivity. : : HER AAR 

This old Wakely was eftceemed.a godly Man. He would fomet mes fay 
with tears, that he believed God was angry with him, becaufe although he 
came into New-England for the Golpels lake,” yet he had left another place 
in this Country,where there was a Church of Chrilt, which he once was in 
Communion with,and had lived many Yearsina Plantation, where was no 


- Church, nor Inftituted Worfbip. Ifa Faithful Minifter of Chri bappened 


to Preach in Cafco,he would with much affeGtion entertain him, faying, Blef- 


fed ise that cometh in the Name of the Lord. After this good man was mar- 
“dered by the Indians, they quickly did more mifchief: So that in Falmonth 


there were five Houfes burnt, four Men, two Women, and two Children 
killedjand three Children carried away Captive. After this, they fet upon 
Sacoe, where they flew chirteen Men, and at laft burnt the Town. =A pun- 
cipal Actor in the deftruGtion of Sacoe was a firange Enthufiaftical Sagamore, 
called Squando,who forme years before, pretended that God appeared to him, 
in the form of a tall Man,in black Clothes,declaring to him that he was God, 
and commanded him to leave his Drinking of {trong Liquors, and to pray, 
and to keep Sabbaths,and to go to hear the Word Preachedjall which things 
the Indian did for fome years, with great feeming Devotionand Confcience 
obferve. But the God which appeared to him, faid nothing to him about 
Jefus Chrift; and therefore it is not to be marvelled at, that at laft he dif- 


- covered himfelf to be no otherwife than a Child of him, that was.a Mur- 


derer and a Lyar from the beginning. Alfo thefe inraged Barbariais, be- 
ing animated with their fuccels at Falmouth and Sacoe, they went to Black- 
Point, and there killed fix Men and a Woman, and burnt two and twenty 
dwelling Floutes. In the mean time, the Englifp at Kenebeck , endeavoured 
that the Indians in thofe parts might be kept from joyning in this Tnfurreai- 
on,whereto they were tempted and folicited by their Neighbours. The pru- 
dent endeavours of the Englifh proved happily fuccefsful, infomuch as the 
Sachems there, brought Prefents with great Proteftations of Amity and Fi- 
delity,and defired that no moré Liquors might be fold to the Indians; pro- 


feffing that that was a principal caule of the mifchiefs thar had been done,

another man: The other four feéing that,ran for their lives, and fo efcaped 


until they came fafe into'a Garrifon, which wasnotfar off = 
‘Behold how great a matter a litcle fire kindleth. This fire which in Fane 


was but a little Spark, in three Months'time is become a great Flame, that |

_ ~perfon fuitable for fo great a truft might be found as General sand that wor- 
thy Gentleman Fofiah Winflow Efg, who fucceeds his Father (of bleffed me- 
 mory) as Governour of Plimouth, was pitched upon for this Shrvice. 
~ Under his conduét therefore, an Army conlifting of at -firfta thoufand, 
and at laft about fifteen hundred men, were fent forth to execute the venge- 
ance of the Lord upon the pertidious and bloudy Heathen. But before they 
fet out, the Churches were allupon their knees. before the Lord, the God 
of Armies, intreatirig his favour and gracious fuecefs in that undertaking, 
whercin the welfare of his. people was fo greatly concernéd. This day of 
Prayerand Humiliation was obferved Decemb. 2. when ‘alfo. fomething, 
- hapned intimating as if the Lord were ftill angry with our Prayerss for this 
” day-all the houfes in Quonfickamuck were burnt by the Indians. 

“Decemb. 8. The Army fet out from Boffon. Whillt they were upon 
this march, an Indian whofe name was Peter, having received fome difguft 
among hisCountry-men, came to the. Englifh, and. difcoyered the plots of 
the Indians, told where they were, and promifed to conduct the Army to 
them. ‘They were no fooner arrived in the Narraganfer Country, but they 
killed and took captive above forty Indians. Being come to Mr. what

Indians ? This {eems to argue fomething of a divine forfaking, and difplea- 
faye in Heaven againft us. The next day thofe Indians were purfued, but 
when the Englifh came. in fight thofe barbarous wretches hafted torun 
away, but before they knocked the two Children on the head, as they were 
fucking their Mothers breafts, and then knocked. their Mothers on the 
head: Neverthelefs one of them was alive when the fouldiers came to her, 
and able to give an account of what the Indians had told her. Amongft

“ Conneéficut is deprived of their worthy and publick-{pirited Governour . 
Winthrop. This Colony of Mattachufetsshath been bereayed of two, (viz. 
_ “Major Willard and Mr. Ruffel_) who for many years had approved themfelves 
faithful in the Magiftracy. And the death of a few fuch is as much as if 
‘thoufands had fallen; yet many other righteous-and ufeful ones are gone, 
leaving us behind in the ftorm. And amongft the common people, not a— 
few have been carried to their Graves in thefe two laft Months. We have - 
heard of no lefs than eight in one {mall Plantation buried in one week, 
wherein alfo twenty perfons died this Spring. And in another little Town 
“nineteen perfons have died within afew weeks. We in Bofton have feen 
(a fad and folemn f{pectacle!,) Coffins meeting one another, and three or four 
put into their Graves in one day. Inthe month of May about fifty perfons 
are deceafed in this Town. By which things, God.trom Heaven fpeaks to 
us and would give us to underftand, that if the Sword will not reform us, he 
hath other Judgments in ftore, whereby he can fuddenly and eafily bring 
usdown. The Lord help us toapply our hearts unto Wifdom, and make: 
us thankful, in that he hath been intreated gracioufly and wonderfully to:

In the latter end of May and beginning, of Fune, the Indians have been 
lefs active in the purfuit of their mifchievous defigns againft the Exglifh. One: 
seafon whereof hath been,in that it was now their planting and fthing time: 
for atthis time of the year, they fupply themfelves with fith out of the Ponds. 
and Rivers wherewith this good Land doth abound, and dry it againft the: 
Sun, foasthat they can lay upin ftore, for to ferve them the year about. But: 
it would have been no wifdom for the Englith to fuffer them fo to do.: 
_ Wherefore about four or five hundred Soldiers were fent out of thisColony, 
and as many ( Englifb.and Indians together) of Connecticut, to {eek out and’ 
difreft the Enemy. : esi ih!

_Wetern Plantations had fo ordered by his providence, as that Cowwecticus 


Army was come thither before this onfet from the enemy. Belides En- 
elith, there were near upon two hundred Indiansin Had/ey, who came to 
fight with and for the Englifh, againft the common enemy, who was quick- 
ly driven off at the South end of the Town, whilft our men were purfuing of 
them here, onifiadden a great Swarm of Indians iflued out of the Buthes, 
and made their fffain affault at the North end of the Town, they fired a Barn 
which was without the Fortifications, and went intoan houfe, where:the in- 
habitants difcharged a great Gun upon them, whereupon about fifty Indi- 
ans were feen running out of the houfe in great hafte, being terribly frighted 





with the Report and flaughter made amongft them by the great Gun. Ours 


followed the enemy (whom they judged to be about five hundred, and by In- 


-- dian report fince, it feems they were feven hundred) neer upon two miles, 


and would fain have purfued them further, but they had. no Order fo to do. 
Some in thofe parts think, that as great an opportunity and advantage as 
hath been fince the war began, was lott at thistime3 the Lord having broughe 
the enemy to them, and there being Englifh and Indians enough to purfue 


them : But others fuppofing that then they fhould impede the defign of com- 





ing upon them at the Falls, nothing was done until it was too late, only 
the Towns in thofe places were eminently faved, and but few of ours that loft 
their lives in this Skirmifh, nor is it as yet known how many the enemy 
loft in this fight. The Englith could find but three dead Indians: yet fome of 
them whorhave beentaken Captive, confefs that they had thirty men kill’d a

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. day. -And fince we havebeen informed by Indians, of thatwhichis much to 
be obferved, vig..that while the Indian men were thus fighting againit Had- 
Jey, the hand of the Lord fo difpofed, asthatthe Mebawks came upontheir

We hear that he is returned to Mount-bope, and 
that a confiderable Body of Indians are gathered to that place, where the 
War began, and where (it may be ) way muft be made towards an end of 
thefe troubles. . Yet who knoweth how cruclly a dying Beaft may. bite. 
before his expiration? Alfo Plimouth Companies being abroad under the _ 
conduct of Major Bradford, the Lord went forth with them, this day can-— 
fing the enemy to fall before them.

evil tomany of chem. This'week alfo about two hundred Indians more came 


and fubmitted them(elves to mercy,in Plimonth Colony, being partly neceflitated - 


thereeuto by the diftrefles which God in his holy providence hath brought 
them into, and partly encouraged by a promife from the Government there, 
that all fuch Indians as would come in and lay down their arms fhould 
have life and liberty granted tothem, excepting only {uch as had been aGive 
in any of the murthers which have been committed. When thefe Indians 
were in the hands of the Englifh, a certain Squaw amonpgft them, 
perceiving that ic would be pleafing to the Englith, ifthe murderers 
were difcovered , the prefently told of one who had had a bloudy hand 
in the murthers which were done in Mr. Clarks houfe March the twelfth, 


the Indian immediately confeffed the Fat, only faid that there was another 


who had asgreat a hand therein as he, which other Indian: being examined 
confeffed the thing alfo. and he revealed a thitd Indian Murderer, who upon 
Examination owned the thing, whereupon they were all three forthwith 
executed, thus did God bring upon them the innocent blood which they had 
thed. Alfo the Indians who had furrendred themfelves, informed that a 
bloody Indian called. Tack poo ( who the laft fummer murdered ‘a man of 


- Bofton at Namasket ) with about twenty Indians more, was at a place within - 


16 miles of Plimouth, and manifefted willingnefs to go and fetch him-in, 
whereupon eight Englith with fourteen Indians, marched out in the nighe, 
and feized upon them all, none of ours receiving, any hurt at thistime.  Ju-

ay 25. Thirty and fix Englifh-men who went out of Medfield and Ded- 
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bam, having, nine of the Praying Indians with them, purfued and overtook a 


_ party of the Enemy, killed and took alive fifty of them, without the lofsof — 
any ofours. The nine Indians ftored themfelves with plunder when this’ 


exploit was done : For belides Kettles, there was about haifa: bulhel of 
Wampampeag, which the Enemy Joft, and twelve pound of Powder, which 


the Captives fay they had received from Albany but two days before. At this 
time another of the Narraganfet Sachims was killed, whofe name was Poi 


ham, and his Son was taken alive, and brought Prifoner to Bojfon. This 
Pombam after he was wounded fo-as that he could not ttand upon his legs, 
and was thought to have been dead, made a fhift (as the Souldicrs were pur- 
{uing others ) to crawl a little out of the way, but was found agains and 
when an Englifh-man drew near to him, though he could not ftand, he did 
(like a dying Beaft) in rage and revenge, get hold on that Souldiers head, 
and had like to have killed him, had not another came in to his help, and 
refcued him out of the enraged dying hands of that bloody Barbarian, who 
had been a great promoter of the Narraganfet War. 

Fuly 27. One of the Nipmuck Sachims (called Sagamore Fobn) came to 


“Bofton, and fubmitted himfelf to the mercy of the Englifv , bringing in a- 


bout an hundred and fourfcore Indians with him. And that fo he might 
ingratiate himfelf with the Englih, he apprehended Matoonus and his Son, 
and brought them with him to Baton, which Mztoonas was the beginner of 


the War in this Colony of Muffachufets 5 for it was he that committed. the © 


murders which were done at Mendam, July 1441675. Being, thus taken and 
‘examined before the Council, he had little to plead for himfelf, and there- 


fore was condemnéd to immediate death. § agamore Foon was defirous that, - 


he and his men might be the Executioners wherefore Matoonas was carried 
out into the Common at Bofton, and there being tied to a Tree, the Sachin 
who had now fubmitted himfelf, with feveral of his men; fhot him to death. 
Thus-did the Lord (-a year after ) retaliate upon him the innocent blood 
which he had fhed, as he had done fo God hath requited him + And inaf- 


much as-_Matoonas, who began the War and Mifchiefs which have followed» 


thereon in this Colony of Maffachufets is taken, and Juttice gloritied upon 
him, it eems to be a good Omen, that ere long Philip who began the War in 
the other Colony, fhall likewife be delivered up’ unto Juftice. In due time 
his foot {hall flide, and the things which fhall come upon him {cem to make 
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. Faly 31. A final party of Souldicrs; whofe hearts God had touched, mar~ 
ched out of Bridgwater, in order to purfuing the Enemy. And (about 3 4. 
p.m.) not far from Tetignot River, they unexpectedly to themfelves,and un- | 
difcerned by the Enemy, came upon a company of Indians, amongi{t whont | 
Philip himfelf was, thong hshis being there was not known to our men, until 
the engagement was over. “T hey thot down ten Indians, they--were well 
armed, and at firft {mapped their Guns at the Englith, but not one of them 
took fire ;. wherefore the terrour of God fell upon the Indians, that fifteen: 
-of them threw down their Gans, and fubmitted themfelves to the Englithy: 
. the relt fled 5. Poilip himfelf efcaped very narrowly with his life. He threw: 
away his-{tock of Powder into the Bufhes, that he might halten his efcape, 
albeit fome of his men-the next day found it agains Our Souldiers took. 
above twenty- pound of Bullets and Lead, and feven Guns, five of which 
were loaden and prirned :. yea they took the chief of Philips Treafare, not: 
‘being able to carry away all their Plunder that day, for they found much 
. Englith goods which Philip had ftolen. Philip made his efcape with three - 
men, one of which was killed. And although Ke -himfelf got clear, yet his 
Unele; whofe name was Uncompoen, being, one of his chief Counfellors, was. - 
flain, and Pbilips own Sifter was taken Prifoner : not fo much as one En= 
glifh-man‘reccived any hurt at this times. Thus did God own. Bridgemater, 
after the People therein had fub{cribed with their hands, and folemnly re- 
newed their. holy Covenant with God, and’ one another, that they would 
reform thofe evils- which were amongft them, and endeavour for the future . 
to walk more according to the will of God in Jefus Chrift | 
Auguft 1. Captain Church with thirty Englith-men, and twenty Indians 
following Philip and thofe with him, by their track took twenty and three 
Indians. The next morning they came upon Phileps head Quarters, killed 
and hundred and thirty Indians, with the lofs of but one En-

at this time, but that anIndian.called Matthias, who fought for the Englith, 
when they were come very near-the Enemy, called to them in their own. 
“Language with much. vehemency, telling them they were all dead-men if

they loft a great advantage againft the Englith. Philip hardly efcaped with 
his life this day alfo. _ He fled and lett his Peag behind him, alfo his Squaw 
and his Son were taken Captives, and are now Prifoners in Plymouth. Thus 
hath God brought that grand Enemy into great mifery before he quite de- 
‘ ftroy him. It muft needs be bitter as death tohim, to lofe his Wife and on-

Augujt 6. An Indian that deferted his fellows, informed the Inhabitants « 


of Taunton that a party of Indians who might be eafily furprifed, were not 
very far off, and promifed to conduct any that had a mind to apprehend 


thofe Indians in the right way towards them, whereupon about twenty 


Souldiers marched out of Taznton, and they took all thofe Indians, being 
in number thirty and fix, only the Squaw-Sachem of Pocaffet, who was next 
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“unto Philip in ‘refpeét of the mifchief that hath been done, arid the blood: 
_' that hath been fhed in this Warr,efcaped alone; but not long after fome of _ 
- Taunton finding an Indian Squaw in Metapoifet newly déad, cut off her head, 
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and it hapned to be Weetamoo, 1. ce. Squam-Sachem her bead. When it was. 


fet upon a pole in Taunton, the Indians who were prifoners there, knew it 


prefently, and made a moft horrid and diabolical Lamentation, crying one 


it was their Queens head. Now here it is to be obferved, that~God himfelf 

by his own hand, brought this enemy to defiruction.. For in that place, 
where the laft year, fhe furnifhed Philip with Canoocs for his men, fhe her 
“-€elf could not meet with a Canoo,but venturing over the Riverupona Raft, 


that brake under her, fo that fhe was drowned, jutt before the Englith found 
cher. . Surely Philips turn willbe next. | = ; tN eheaeeg 
. Auguft. to. Whereas Potock.a chicf Counfellor to the old Squaw-Sa-- 
chem of Narraganfit, was by. fome of Road-Ifland brought into Bofton, and 
found guilty of promoting the War againtt the Englith, he was this day thot 


to death in the Common at Bofton. As he was going to his execution, fome 


told him that now he mutt dy, he had as good {peak the truth, and fay how 


many Indians were killed at the Fort-Fight lalt winter. He replyed, that . 


the Englith did that day killabove feven hundred fighting men, and that 


- three hundred who were wounded, dyed quickly after, and that as to old 
anen, women and Children,they had lott no body could tell how many; and — 
that there were above three thoufand Indians in the Fort, when ‘our Forces 


affaulted them, and made that notable flaughter among{t them. - 
Aunguft. 12. This is the memorable day wherein Philip, the perfidious 
and bloudy Author of the Warand wofull miferies that have thence enfued; 


“was taken and flain. And God brought it to pafs, chiefly by Indians them- 


felves. For one of Philips men (being difgufted at him, for killing an Indian. 
who had propounded an expedient for peace with the Englith ) ran away 


from him, and coming, to Road-Mland, informed that Philip was now re- 


turned again to Mount-Hope, and undertook to bring them to the Swamp | 
where he hid himf{clf. Divine Providence {0 difpofed, asthat Capt. Church 
of Plymouth was then in Road-Ifland, in order to recruiting his Souldiers, 
_who had been’ wearied with a tedious march that week, But immediately 
upon this Intelligence, he fet forth again, with a {mall company of Englifh 
and Indians. It {eemeth that night Pbilip (like the man’ in the Hoft of Ma 
dean) dreamed that he was fallen into the hands of the Enghifh, and jultas he 
was faying to thofe that were with him, that they mutt fiy for their lives 


that day, lett the Indian that was gone from him fhould difcover wherehe — 


‘was; OvrSouldiers came upon him, and furrounded the Swamp ( where he

with féven of his men ab{conded ) Thereupon he betookhimfelf to fights bur: 
ashe was coming out of the Swamp, an Englifh-man.and an Indian cndea~ 
voured. to. fire at him, the Englifh-man\mified of his aime, but the Indian 
fhot him through’ the heart; fo as thathe fell down dead. The Indian who 
thus killed Phiep, did formerly, belong to Squaw-Sachim of Pocaffer, being 


known by the name of Alderman. In the beginning of the war, he came to- 


the Governour of Plymouth, manifelting his defire to be at peace with the 


~ Englith, and immediately withdrew to an Hand, not having ingaged againit- 
the Englith nor for them, before this time. Thus when Philip had made ans. 
end todeal treacherovfly, his own Subjects dealt treacheroufly with bim.. 
Fhis Wo was brought upon him that {poyled when he was not {poyled.. 
And in that very place where he firf contrived and began his mifchief,was. 
he taken and deftroyed,and there was he ( like as Agag was hewed in 'picces 
before the Lord ) cut into. fouriquarters, and. is now hanged up asa monu-- 
ment of revenging Jultice, his head being cut off and carried away to Ply--- 
- mouth, his-Hands were brought to. Bofton...So let all thine Enemies perifh O 


Lord ! When Pbilip was thus flain, five of his men were killed with him,one 
of which was his chief Captains fon, being (as the Indians teftihe ) that very 


“Indian,who fhot the firft gun at the Englifh, when the War began. So that- 


we may hope that the War in thofe parts willdye with Philip. 


A little before this, the Authority in that Colony had appointed the feven-- 
teenth of this inftant to be obferved asa. day of publick, Thanksgiving: 
throughout that Jurifdiction, on the account of wonderful fuccefs againtt - 
the Enemy, which the Lord hath bieffed them with, ever fince they renewed- 
their Covenant. with him 3. and that. fo they might have hearts raifed and en-- 


larged in afcribing praifes to God, he delivered ‘Philip into theis-handsa-few 


dayes.before their intended, Thanksgiving. Thus did God break.the head: 


of that Leviathan, and gave it to be meet to the people-inhabiting. the wil-- 
dernefs, and brought it to the Town of Plimouth the very day of their fo-- 
lemn Feftival : yet this alfois to be added.and confidered, that the Lord (fo: 
ereat is the divine faithfulnels ) to: prevent us from being, lifted up:with our. 
fucceffecs, and that we might not become fecure; fo.ordered, as that not an: 
Englifh-man but an Indian (though under Charches influence ) mutt have.:

-to fubdue, or to come at the River Indians, who have many of them with- - 
drawn themfelves, and are gone far wetltward, and whilft they and others ~ 
that have been in hoftility againft us, remain unconquered, we cannot enjoy ~ 
fuch perfect peaceas in the years which are paft..And there {eems tobe @ : - 
dark Cloud rifing from the Eat, in re{pect ot Indians. in thofe parts, yeaa - 
~ Cloud which ftreameth forth blood. But that which is the faddeft thought 
of- all, is. that of late fome unhappy {candals have been, whichare enough to: * 
{top the current of mercy, which hath been flowing-in upon us,and.to-pro= ~ 
voke the Lord to let .loofe: more Enemies upon. us, fo.as.that the fecond: - 


error dhali be worfe then. the firlt, Only God doth deliver for: his own 
Names fake: the Lord willnot forfake his people for his great Names fake;

_* Year.1671. It may beremembred, that the fettlement and iffue of that La 
‘controverlic was obtained and made ( principally ) by the mediation and 
_ ¢interpofed advice, and counfel of the other two confederate Colonies, who 
‘upon a careful enquiry and fearch into the grounds of that trouble, found ~ 
« that the faid Sachems Pretences of wrongs and injuries from that Colony 
 £ Were groundlcfs and falfe, and that he ( although firft in Arms’) was the 
¢ peccant offending party, and that Plimouth had jult caufeto take up Arms 
< againit him : and it was then agreed that he fhould pay that Colony acer-_ 
« tain fumme of Mony, in part of their damage and Charge by him occafi- 
<oned, and hethen not only renewed his ancient Covenant of F riendfhip 
«with them,but made himfelf and his Poeople abfolate Subjects to our Sove-= 
craign Lord King Charles the If. and to that his Colony of New-Plimouth,
